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Bear Arms 
an Old Law

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
When 


the early Americans wrote into 
the 
Constitution's 
Second 


Amendment 
the 
right 
of the 


people to bear arms, they could 
hardly have imagined what was 
going to happen. 


The FBI reports that 96 per 


rent of the 278 police officers 
killed in line of duty since 
19GO 


were killed with firearms and 
tha* of the 9,850 homicides last 
year, 57 per cent, or 5,614, were 
committed with firearms. 


Shortly before Charles Joseph 


Whitman was killed by police 
Monday in Austin, Tex. — after 
he had killed 15 people a n d 
wounded 31, all but one of them 
with guns — a book was pub- 
lished on the problem of fire- 
arms. 


In this book, "The Right to 


Bear Arms," the author, Carl 
Bakal, wrote: "A strange and 
peculiarly American plague has 
long s*ept our land - a plague 
of guns. Every year firearms 
claim more and more lives in 
this country. 


"Since the turn of the century 
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this plague ha.s brought death to 
the astonishing total of moie 
than 750,000 Americans — men, 
women and children — a figure 
based on official though incom- 
plete government figmes."

million bites by dogs, bats, 
cats, foxes and raccoons are 
reported every year. At least 
30,000 of these victims receive 
rabies vaccine because the ani- 
mal was believed to be rabid 
or could not be caught and ex- 
amined. This points up the 
fact that, if you have a pet 
dog or cat, it should be vac- 
cinated against rabies for the 
protection of the family and 
the community as well as for 
its own protection. 


Whenever possible, an anl 


mal that has bitten someone 
should be captured alive and 
placed under observation to 
determine whether or not it 
has rabies. The most impor- 
tant part of the treatment is 
immediate first aid by cleans- 
ing the w o u n d thoroughly,^ 
with water and soap or a de- 
tergent followed by an anti- 
septic such as a one per cent 
s o l u t i o n of benzalkonium 
chloride. Use a syringe to 
force the soapy water to the 
full depth of the wound. 


Every animal bite is not a 


reason to start a course of 
rabies prevention. If the ani- 
mal bites because it was star- 
tled, teased or had been in) 
jured there is no reason to 
suspect rabies. Furthermore, 
animals that have been raised 
in pet shops, are very young, 
or live in a r e a s that are 
known to be free of rabies are 
not likely to be rabid. Bites of 
chipmunks, g o p h e r s , squir- 
rels, hamsters, moles and 
other rodents a l m o s t never 
cause rabies. 


If, however, the animal thai* 


bit you is thought to be rabid, 
you should have an injection 
of antirabies horse serum 
within 24 hours of the bite. 
This is much less painful and 
troublesome than a course of 
rabies vaccine. It will give you 
immediate but not lasting pro- 
tection. Because of the danger 
of serum sickness, your doc- 
tor will want to test you for^ 
sensitivity before he gives 
you the serum. Even if the 
test is negative you may get 
delayed serum sickness but 
a n t i h i s t a m i n e s will give 
prompt relief. 


Persons whose risk of ex- 


posure is high, such as vet- 
erinarians and explorers of 
bat caves, should take a 
course of 14 daily injections 
of rabies v a c c i n e . Finally; 
children should be taught to 
avoid petting stray animals or 
feeding squirrels by hand.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A pro- 


posed open housing law that has 
deeply divided both Democrats 
and Republicans 
In Congress 


comes up for action today in the 
House.

.n many states, including 
Louisiana, there have been 
attempts by vindictive leg- 


islatures or governors to muzzle 
the press. Huey 
Long tried it 


when he was governor, with the 
aid of friendly - or intimidat- 
ed — lawmakers. A law 
was 


enacted imposing excessive tax- 
es on newspapers of a certain 
s'ze and circulation. The law re- 
presented a bold attempt by Long 
to either control the press or 
at least silence his critics. He 
failed because the Supreme Court 
declared the law unconstitutional. 
More recent press-muzzling at- 
tempts occurred in Alabama and 
Kentucky. In Alabama, a state 
law prohibited a newspaper to 
editorialize about election issues 
on election day.

The Senate fortunately rejected 
it. So, another attempt at des- 
troying the stature of a paper's 
voice died aborning. 


On this particular bill, the 


fcade magazine, Editor and Pub- 
lisher, commented: "Such a re- 
quirement would destroy the edi- 
torial page as the voice of the 
newspaper and turn it into a 
collection of individual opinions. 
We don't think there is any more 
justification lor this legislation 
than there is for a law requir- 
ing a politician to reveal who 
writes his speech. A newspaper 
Jfcitor or publisher stands be- 
hind the comments expressed on 
the editorial page regardless of 
'who put them into words just as 
the politician will stand behind 
the thoughts he utters regard- 
less of who put them on paper 
for him to read."

must be "rather intelligent." 


"I'm not sure I like that 


'rather.' " said Bill, whose in- 
telligence needs no qualifica- 
tion. He translates Russian 
historical novels into English 
for relaxation. 


After walking through Lana 


Turner's dressing room, a cot- 
tage so luxurious it makes 
the 
average 
Beverly 
Hills 


home look like a slum. Bill 
asked, "Do you believe this 
dressing room? I would never 
leave the studio if I had one 
like this." 


The tram drove past areas 


where old props are stored. 
"We never throw 
anything 


away," the guide said. "And 
they can never find any of it 
again," Bill said. 


Midway in the tour, the 


tram stops at "Prop Plaza," 
where tourists can take photo- 
graphs of relatives hoisting 
gigantic 
rocks 
over 
their 


heads—the rocks are made of 
a nearly weightless material 
—or scampering around the 
old PT 73 of McHale's Navy. 
(Perhaps that's the first sign 
a show is going off, when a 
prop becomes a tourists' play- 
thing.) 


They can also buy souve- 


nirs and snacks, and it was 
while waiting to buy a cup of 
coffee that a young girl came 
to Bill and said, "Aren't you 
on Laredo?" 


The tour costs S3 a person 


and is certainly a comprehen- 
sive look behind the scenes of 
a studio which turns out mov- 
ies and television series like 
Laredo, The Virginian, Hob 
Hope Presents The Chrysler 
Theater, Run For Your Life 
as well as new series like The 
Road West, Pistols and Petti- 
coats and The Jean Arthur 
Show. 


With between 25.000 and 


35,000 visitors a week, the stu- 
dio is more than meeting ex- 
penses just from the admis- 
sion charge. But the average 
tourist spends $10. Bob Hope 
once said. "They don't care 
what we're doing at the sui- 
dio. just as long as sve're busy 
when the tour tram comes 
by."
